School Priorities: Socialization or Survival? 


'THIS PAST month yet another gay teen, Ottawa 10th grader Ja- 
mie Hubley, committed suicide after having endured bullying since 
7th grade. 

Hubley blogged, had friends and peers who cared, but still the 
loneliness and pervasive became unsupportable. Aware of the "It 
Gets Better" movement, he nevertheless wrote in his last message, 
“I don't want to wait 3 more years. This hurts too much. How do you 
even know It will get better? Its not." 

An October 24 TIME magazine article titled, “А Separate Peace?" 
profiled the Alliance School in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. This specifi- 
cally gay-friendly (though not all gay) school has 165 students, each of 
whom was bullied or tormented in his/her previous school situation. 

“The hallways,” TIME notes, “are filled with masculine girls, effem- 
inate boys, punks, goths, runts, the overweight and the ultra-nerds." 

The piece noted several objections to this kind of institution: Some 
conservatives object to any school that *makes sexuality a part of a 
child's or school's identity," while developmental experts and many 
gay activists feel a child's coping skills will be stunted. 


But not all bullied children are gay, and one can't promote coping 
skills for the dead. A child's basic job at school 1$ to learn. Not how to 
stay alive, but to acquire skills he or she will need to cope in life be- 
yond school; to walk through school hallways without taunts, physi- 
cal threats or injuries. Perhaps even to enjoy the learning process. 

Coping skills and promoting an *atmosphere of respect on all cam- 
puses,” is the ideal, but it's not happening soon enough for the less 
hardy. With alternatives chools, taxpayers would not be paying for a 
child's sexual orientation, but rather for our collective inability to as- 
sure the safety of all students whatever their distinguishing *marker." 

Until such a time arrives, alternative programs offer needed pro- 
tection. This by no means lessens all the good that the “It Gets Bet- 
ter” efforts have done and is doing. No doubt the knowledge that 
they are valued has enabled many students to soldier on, and I don’t 
doubt that lives have been saved. But it must be implemented. 

In a barnyard, stronger chickens peck weaker or different birds to 
death. Get strong or die. That barnyard mentality cannot be allowed 
to inform American classrooms. O

»——— —» Ajax in Iraq — Context first. The warrior Ajax in Sopho- 
cles’s tragedy, also a legendary figure in ancient Greece, was slighted by 
his military superiors. This triggered his vengeance impulse, which made 
him vulnerable to Pallas Athena, who then tricked him into a killing spree. 
The goddess made him imagine that various farm animals were actually the 
commanders at whom he was so enraged. 

In Ellen McLaughlin’s acclaimed drama there are parallel narratives. 
Ajax appears as both Ajax (Rich Remedios) the Greek and as his present 
day female version, A.J. (Katie Guentzel), an American soldier in Iraq. The 
‘slight’ A.J. suffers is that of not being recognized for her bravery and for 
being humiliated by her commanding officer. 

A few years ago director Wendy Knox directed another Iraq play, Judith 
Thompson’s Palace of the End, which dealt with Lynndie England of Abu 
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Ghraib infamy. Though A.J. and England are radically different characters, 
Knox points out that in both plays “the culture of the military seems an 
obvious challenge for women. With Ajax in Iraq, a friend who does training 
for sexual harassment prevention in the military joined us to talk about his 
experiences. From his perspective, the relatively small numbers of women 
in the military reinforce their need to prove themselves up to the task. His 
observation is that women are reluctant to show their femininity, as that 
is equated with weakness. The numbers of women who are raped-one in 
three-by their comrades is astounding.” 

As for those who may be unsympathetic toward any soldier whose job 
implicitly is to kill for his or her country, McLaughlin recognizes a dis- 
tinction between being a soldier and a nation’s military policy. Those who 
struggle with the the advancement of gays in the military being an evolu- 
tionary leap and yet lament what that military does, will relate. Note that 
McLaughlin is also the actual actress who originated the role of The Angel 
in Tony Kushner's consummately humanistic Angels in America, so you can 
be sure she has wrestled with this paradox or contradiction, however you 
want to frame it. Recall too, how a generation ago, gay serviceman Leonard 
Matlovich discussed the irony of being denied the right to love men but as 
a soldier he was given the right to kill men. 

Frank Theatre dramaturg Steve Matuszak calls Ajax in Iraq a "kind of 
subconscious to the contemporary story, empahsizing that contemporary 
objections to the current wars that the US engages in are echoes of strug- 
gles raised throughout the ages. The parallel stories of a Greek warrior and 
a contemporary soldier both point to the inability of making sense of war, 
no matter what the context." 

In addition, Knox calls it an *examination of how war has been a crazy- 
making proposition throughout history. The play has a poetic resonance in 
our time." Though misogyny and militarism have long haunted America's 
cultural landscape, this past war decade has raised alarm and conscious- 
ness on these counts in a way unimaginable, and unreported in years and 
decades past. (TIME and Democracy Now! have investigated US military 
rape in the past few years.) 

Civil Rights attorney Lori Peterson observes that “women and gays in 
civilian life are extremely reluctant to come forward with complaints of 
harassment and abuse. In the military, that reluctance increases a hundred- 
fold. That trepidation, and the failure of leaders to effectively prevent it, in- 
tervene or impose appropriate consequences, embolden those who harass 
and abuse."

Gender & Sexuality at Minneapolis Underground 
Film Festival — This year’s MUFF s the most forthrightly 
GLBT-inclusive yet. Co-curators Mark Hanson and Greg Yo- 
len have slated some eye-poppers that will definitely linger 
in your mind long afterwards. Local filmmaker Tyler Jen- 
sen’s queer sensibility infuses the captivating 30 Films 30 
Days, a film notebook of sorts that ingeniously keeps you 
wondering if it’s a documentary or scripted. The line be- 
tween the two is blurred and that’s part of the fun of watch- 
ing it. Eclectic observations that include women shooting 
images of women in an indoor practice range, drag artist 
Foxy Tann warning against a disease called ‘glitter lung’, 
and zombies in dire need of caffeine, always go where you 
don’t expect them. 

LA filmmaker Eric Casaccio’s Freak portrays the near 
suicidal mindset of a trans actor whose career is on the 
skids. Financially unsettling phone messages and rejec- 
tion by an image-conscious neighbor are darkly funny and 
in syne with our currently rough economic times. Aaron 
Merken gives a powerhouse performance that could have 
been laughably camp, but instead, is an anguished look in- 
side a desperate soul. 

Genderf-ckation is a stimulating potpurri of various Min- 
nesotans who have defied binary gender labels. Its best mo- 
ments are in touching interviews with the mother of trans 
activist, Andrea Jenkins and transwoman Leigh Smythe’s 
son frankly and vulnerably sharing his perspective. Jenkins, 
Smythe, and musician Jendeen Forberg tell personal stories 
that are illuminating, giving us a range of how trans people 
integrate into society over time. Filmmaker Chris Durant 
has drenched the film with interesting but widely varied 
comments from academics and other titled folks. While this 
is often engaging it makes the film overly intellectualized. 
In fact, one interviewee talks about the advantage of college 
degrees in understanding gender! 

Off the charts! That's all that can be said of Profane. This 
is one of the most heretical and daring visions of sexual- 
ity ever filmed, transgressive in a way comparable to how 
Last Tango in Paris was 40 years ago and Shortbus five years 
ago. Iraqi-American filmmaker Usama Alshaibi probes the 
psyche and mileu of Muna, a Muslim dominatrix for whom 
extreme kink and piety are blended seamlessly into her 
life. Manal Kara gives what is simply one of the most coura- 
geous and sexually penetrating performances ever filmed. 
It’s on a par with the sexual breakthrough performances 
of the iconic films of Nagisa Oshima (In the Realm of the 
Senses, Taboo). Moreover, erotic guilt-driven fantasies of 
the American soldier comprise an added fascinating layer 
to this magnificent work. Arguably the best movie ever to 
be set in Chicago. 

Another out of town film to watch for is Bronze, New 
Yorker Steve Strauss’s examination of sexual boundaries 
in the lives of three teenaged girls. It muses on issues of 
accountability, responsiblity, and consent.

Formerly Amazon Bookstore Соорега- 
tive, and Amazon Feminist Bookstore before 
that, True Colors remains the country's oldest 
continually operating feminist bookstore. “It 
began," Skujins recounted, “оп the front porch 
of a commune in 1970 as an informal way to dis- 
tribute books, manifestos, periodicals and other 
writings of the growing women's movement." 

After several locations, including15 years 
at Loring Park it moved in 2,000 to the new 


Chrysalis Center for Women, then a few 
blocks south to its current location. 

Sole owner since 2008, Skujins continues 
the tradition of “empowering women and girls, 
of providing products and services that en- 
courage and foster the strength, wisdom, and 
diversity of women, their families and allies. 

“We pack a lot into a small space!” noted 
Skujins-with over 10,000 titles of new books in 
stock, and used editions and event space be- 
low. She fostered a “completely different atmo- 
sphere,” explaining, “Га talked to, and heard 
about, many men and trans people who never 
felt welcome in the store. That’s changed. 

"We're a resource for women coming out,” 
continued Skujions," as well as for newcomers 
to town. We can direct them to organizations 
and places where they can meet other women. 
'The trans community is welcome and we try 
to stock most books in print on transgender. 


Schools and churches come to us to obtain 
LGBT books for their libraries." 

The only queer bookstore left in town, True 
Colors also offers a large selection of gender 
studies and transgender subjects, LGBT non- 
fiction books, and a small gay fiction section, 
as well as gift and souvenir items-magnets, 
bumperstickers, buttons, pins and rainbow 
flags, and lesbian greeting cards. 

As an editor at two lesbian publishing 
houses, judge for the Golden Crown Liter- 
ary Society, and beta-reader of lesbian fiction, 
Skujns made many lesbian author friends. 
"[ receive requests from authors around the 
world to stock theirworks of lesfic. Authors 
donate books to the store, and have traveled 
from as far as Boston and Houston to do book 
launches here. 

^We are becoming known for our spiritual- 
ity section, and publishers and authors of spiri-

Gift Baskets with The Aliveness Project 


Adopting, baking, sewing, delivering — 
these are just a few of the ways you can give 
of yourself this holiday season by joining in 
The Aliveness Project's 24th Holiday Basket 
program. 

Started in 1988, the event was inended 
to give a special something to people living 
with HIV/AIDS-often ostracized by their 
families and alone on the holidays. 

“Like The Aliveness Project itself,” says 
Tim Marburger, Director of Fundraising 
and Special Events, the Holiday Basket pro- 
gram began in a very "grassroots" manner. 
Folks knew their friends were alone or dying; 
they knew that they needed comfort at the 
holidays. Someone knew that they had a few 
clothing items stashed away, while another 
person had some craft items. These gifts, 
some food and a Dayton's Santa Bear were 
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the beginning of the Holiday Basket program. 

"In the first year," continues Marburger, 
“we did maybe 50-75 baskets; in 2010, we 
gave out 710." The baskets now are delivered 
out of The Aliveness Project facility. There 
are two days where Project members can 
pick up their baskets, and then a day when 
over 300 baskets are delivered to those who 
are no longer able to venture out. 

As the number of baskets has increased 
so has the number of volunteers. Last year, 
over 1,400 volunteers helped out at The 
Aliveness Project, more than 600 of them in- 
volved in the Holiday Basket program, wrap- 
ping, baking cookies, adopting, delivering, 
quilting, holding mitten drives, etc. 

"As with our other services," Marburger 
notes, ^we serve everyone from babies to 
people in their 80s. The baskets represent our

membership-black, white, straight, gay, male, 
female. A basket is not only for the person(s) 
living with HIV/AIDS, but also their family. 

“When a member applies for a basket he/ 
she completes a ‘wish list’ (clothing sizes, 
musical/movie tastes, household item needs, 
etc.), which we give to those who adopt. The 
adopter then spends about $35 to purchase 
something from the wish list. Each basket is 
unique — one wants a sweater and the new Be- 
yonce CD, another wants a toaster and some 
house slippers, while a third asks for a broom, 
gloves and cleaning supplies.” 

Emphasizes Marburger, “We have faith 
communities, school groups, Boy/Girl 
Scout groups, senior sewing clubs, and 
hundreds of individuals coming together to 
make a difference in the lives of those living 
with HIV/AIDS. We serve the entire state of 


tuality books-both mainstream and oth- 
er-want us to carry their books and host 
readings. We participate in the Mankato 
Women's Spirituality Conference, and New 
Age expos in Hutchinson, Minnetonka and 
Mankato and other locations. And, finally, 
our children's section is absolutely awe- 
some. We invest a lot of time to ensure that 
our selections reflect diversity of race, eth- 
nicity and culture." 

As important a place as True Colors 
holds in the Twin Cities GLBT commu- 
nities, its business has been affected by 
the current economic downswing. On- 
line sales, once a major part of the store's 
revenue, have dropped sharply, although 
Skujins finds there are "still many women 
around the country who prefer to order 
from a feminist/lesbian bookstore." 

It's fine to ber aware that True Colors 
is OPEN, but even more important to stop 
by and buy: “If business doesn’t pick up 
significantly in the next two months," Sku- 
jins acknowledged, “we'll be closing when 
the lease runs out in March. I'm constantly 
told about how much emotional support 
there is for the store, but that doesn't pay 
the bills." O 


Minnesota, as about 1096 of the baskets 
are sent throughout Greater Minnesota." 

“The kindness, generous and thought- 
fulness brought tears of joy to our fam- 
ily, whom otherwise would not have had 
anything," wrote one recipient, *winter 
hats, gloves, ear muff and thermals were 
indeed a necessity!...seeing our child's 
face when she got her first pair of roller 
blades cannot be described. It leaves me 
with tears and restores our faith in hu- 
manity!” 

Another reported, “The people who 
brought the basket were so nice. They 
didn’t treat me like they are afraid. So 
many people have turned their backs on 
me, but you guys made me feel so much 
better; not just with the gifts, but with the 
Christmas spirit.” 

Concludes Marburger, “The Alive- 
ness Project could not exist without the 
support of our community - a caring 
group who knows the struggles of being 
left out. Thank you for all that you have 
and will continue to do for those living 
with and affected by HIV/AIDS in Min- 
nesota. L1

Uganda: An Overview of How White American Evangelicals and 
Enriched Ugandan Politicians Target Lesbians and Gays 


AMERICAN TAXPAYERS have grown 
increasingly wary and weary of dumping bil- 
lions of dollars annually into countries that 
do not honor the separation of religion and 
state and which provide little sunlight on how 
much of those billions are spent. Egypt’s re- 
cently fallen dictator Hosni Mubarak, exor- 
bitantly funded by the US since the Reagan 
Era, was known for antigay horrors justified 
by the Koran. Israel chronically disgusts hu- 
man rights organizations with military and in- 
ternment policies that are justified by specific 
interpretations of Jewish history and identity. 

Conservative Islamic legacies and rigidity 
permeate the two countries the US has poured 
billions into over the past decade under both 
Bush and Obama administrations. Constitu- 
tional protections against women, children, 
and gays are still lacking in Iraq. In Afghan 
tribalism still reigns with misogynistic, child- 
battering, and homophobic iron fists. 

Hence, some could hastily conclude 
that Christian countries have better human 
rights records than those run by Jews and 
Muslims. But not so fast. 

Perhaps you've heard about the reign of 
terror suffered by gays and lesbians in Ugan- 
da in recent years and simply dismissed it as 
either hyperbolic or as a typical example of a 
poor country sliding backward. 

However, as is often the case in the Third 
World, there is a complicit Western compo- 
nent. In this case it goes back to Ronald Rea- 
gan’s White House, where President Yoweri 
Museveni was warmly greeted by “the gip- 
per” and began establishing ties with Chris- 
tian Right millionaires. Musevini has been 
Uganda’s President since 1986. Jeff Sharlet, 
contributing editor to Harpers, has assidu- 
ously researched the influential financial, 
social, and political ties of Christian Right 
wealth. He says Museveni is known to what 
he calls The Fellowship as “their key man in 
Africa.” (Sharlet’s book The Family is a scu- 
pulously detailed inside look at The Fellow- 
ship’s extraordinary financial clout and its 
network of C Street politicians. Sharlet and 
Pulitzer Prize-winner Christopher Hedges’s 
years of reportage and analysis for Harpers 
contains some of the sharpest insight on the 
Christian Right, post-Reagan.) 
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However, it wasn’t until 2003 when the 
US evangelical/Uganda connection struck 
its mother lode. Recall then how President 
George W. Bush shrewdly pulled the rug 
from under his detractors when he an- 
nounced that he would send 15 billion dol- 
lars from 2003 to 2008 for AIDS funding in 
the form of the President’s Emergency Plan 
for AIDS Relief (PEPFAR). Tens of billions 
still fund and will be funding PEPFAR. 

Two Christian Right figures assisted 
Bush. (1) His Department of State’s Global 
AIDS co-ordinator, Randall Tobias, pivotal in 
launching the program, was also known as 
the “global AIDS czar.” He resigned in 2007 
after it was revealed he regularly sought 
services through the suspiciously late D.C. 
Madam, whose most talked about client was 
Senator David “Diaper Boy” Vitter (R-LA). 
However, as a political figure, Tobias was 
adamantly anti-prostitution and said that 
condoms had not been effective in thwarting 
HIV/AIDS. (2) Claude Allen, Bush’s chief 
domestic policy advisor, also active with 
PEPFAR, resigned in 2006 because of felony 
theft at a Maryland Target store. 

In 2005 California pastor Rick Warren cap- 
italized on PEPFAR’s gravy train when he in- 
troduced his global AIDS initiative at his Sad- 
dleback Mega-church along with Ugandan 
pastor Martin Ssempa, a close friend of Ugan- 
da’s “born again” First Lady Janet Museveni. 
Drama Queen Ssempa publicly burned con- 
doms in Jesus’s name, a crude theatric that 
surely scored him points with Bush’s pro- 
abstinence crowd. He was also named special 
representative for the First Lady’s Task Force 
on AIDS in Uganda to the tune of a $40,000 
PEPFAR-funded salary. Ssempa and the First 
Lady’s relationship could be compared to Ras- 
putin and Czarina Alexandra. 

In 2005 billboards supporting condom 
use in the capitol, Kampala (Minneapolis’s 
sister city), were replaced with ones sup- 
porting abstinence. The following year it 
was reported to the 16th International AIDS 
Conference in Toronto that Uganda’s AIDS 
cases number had risen. (The abstinence ap- 
proach to preventing HIV has been long dis- 
credited.) In 2007 Ssempa shifted into full 
throttle with a Kampala march that peddled 


gay marriage fears and called for the arrests 
of “homos.” Ssempa’s online campaign to 
expose known gay people led to the arrest 
of gay activists by the Museveni administra- 
tion, whose police forces not only did and 
have not tracked hate crimes against gays 
and lesbians, but which is also said to have 
been involved in torture, beatings, and other 
rights violations of gays and lesbians. To this 
day websites promoting gay rights in Ugan- 
da are systematically shut down. 

When the late Representative Tom Lan- 
tos (D-CA) called for reforming PEPFAR 
in early 2008, Warren and Watergate felon 
Chuck Colson, now a nationally syndicated 
Chistian radio commentator, held an emer- 
gency press conference at the US Capitol. 
Warren, in a shameless appeal to both neo- 
con Christians and liberal feminists said Lan- 
tos’s efforts would increase sex trafficking. 
Hence, Lantos’s efforts were quashed and 
PEPFAR retained its shape. 

What’s stunningly ironic is that Warren 
has also been deeply associated with Rwan- 
da’s President Paul Kagame, whose army 
has conscripted children, has been cozy with 
sex traffickers, and has acted atrociously 
toward inhabitants of the Congo. Further 
irony: Warren delivered President Obama’s 
inaugural prayer. Further irony yet: singer/ 
songwriter Melissa Etheridge was highly 
proactive in cleaning up Warren’s image to 
appease the GLBT community and others in 
Obama’s base. 

In March 2009 a Kampala conference 
dubbed The Gay Agenda, led by three Amer- 
ican evangelicals, was held in Kampala. Revi- 
sionist historian Scott Lively, Exodus Inter- 
national board member Don Schmierer, and 
Caleb Lee Brundbrigde, a so-called “ex-gay” 
who thinks homosexuality can be “cured,” 
were at the helm. This conference is consid- 
ered to be a dark turning point by launching 
a frenzy of fear-driven mis- and disinforma- 
tion. It gave pseudo-scientific justifications 
that reinforced prevailing ignorant absurdi- 
ties in Uganda about homosexuality equal- 
ing promiscuity, bestiality, pedophilia, drink- 
ing of bodily fluids, and something for which 
youth can be recruited. The recruiting fear 
has been especially potent. 


Seven months later, in mid-October, Member of Parliament 
(MP) David Bahati introduced the infamous Anti-Homosexuality 
Bill. It essentially called for the infrastructuring of homophobia 

— into public policy to a degree perhaps unequaled in human his- 
tory. (Sen. James Inhofe (R-OK), who has made over 100 trips to 
Africa, more than any Senator in US history, gave Bahati his entre 
into the American Christian Right’s wealthy inner circles.) 

The Anti-Homosexuality Bill’s tamer aspects, many of which 
can still be voted on, put forth the concept of the “offense of homo- 
sexuality.” The definition of that offense includes any act that pen- 
etrates or stimulates the genitalia and orifices, including the mouth 
of someone of the same sex; or touching someone of the same sex 
with the “intention of committing the act of homosexuality.” These 
could mean incarceration for life. Other attempts to “commit” ho- 
mosexuality could result in seven years of incarceration. 

The death penalty would be executed for what’s termed “ag- 
gravated homosexuality.” Those found guilty would be forced to 
undergo an HIV test and then be killed by the state. “Aggravated 
homosexuality” is defined as when an adult has homosexual sex 
with someone under 18, when the offender has HIV, when the 
offender is the parent or guardian of or a person of authority over 
the victim, when the victim has a disability, when the offender 
does something to “stupefy or overpower” the person he or she is 
drawn to, or someone who has had previous offenses. Obviously 
a toxic recipe for he said/he said or she said/she said as well as 
a chilling effect on medical professionals and human rights agen- 
cies who would ordinarily protect privacy rights of patients and 
victims of state-sanctioned abuse. 

When news of this bill reached Senator Ron Wyden (D-OR), he 
swiflty contacted Secretary of State Hillary Clinton and US Trade 
Representative Ron Kirk asserting that “Uganda’s beneficiary sta- 
tus under the AGOA (African Growth and Opportunity Act) will be ed at all Parasole 
revoked if the proposed legislation is enacted.”

The week before the bill was introduced, mass hysteria swept a х 
Uganda аз ће Uganda magazine Rolling Stone, editor Giles Mu- ing 1-866-541-44 
hame (not the same as that published in the US) printed the names, t any of our resta 
addresses, and photos of a hundred known gays and lesbians. Its 
headline: “Hang Them!” Later that month Muhame exposed yet 
more identities. Privacy invasion sells. This meant gays and lesbi- 
ans were even more on the run than ever. They were continued to 
be denied rental rights. Torture was continued. They continued to 
be fired from jobs. Sharlet has reported the practice of “corrective” 
rape superstitiously believed to turn lesbians straight. These evils 
were punctuated in January of this year when one of Uganda’s major 
gay activists, David Kato of Sexual Minorities Uganda, was beaten to 
death. It garnered global dismay. 

Kato’s death warrant was metaphorically signed in December 
2009 when he spoke at a United Nations-sponsored conference

MARRY ME MINNESOTA 
LAWSUIT BREAKS RANKS 


Three Minnesota couples are suing the state, a divisive move that many 
marriage equality supporters say will do more harm than good in the 2012 
ballot battle 

Marry Me Minnesota, composed of three Minnesota same-sex couples 
suing the state to get rid of the Defense of Marriage Act, has not been get- 
ting the full support of the Minnesota GLBT community. 

Some Minnesota marriage equality advocates said they support the aim 
of Marry Me Minnesota, but not the means. Some said that the lawsuit, 
which went to Minnesota Court of Appeals on October 26 for oral argu- 
ment, is not likely to succeed and, if it fails, would be a major setback in the 
fight for marriage equality. 


In September 2008, Project 515, Out- 
Front Minnesota, and Rainbow Families 
(now Family Equality Council) issued a joint 
statement opposing lawsuits as a strategy to 
gain marriage equality. 

Ann Kaner-Roth, executive director of 
Project 515, said the groups hold the same 
position three years later: that same-sex cou- 
ples should be treated equally under Minne- 
sota law, but proceeding with a lawsuit is not 
the best strategy. 

The statement says: “Because progress 
toward full marriage equality in other states 
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has often been the result of court litigation, it 
is tempting to consider initiating a court chal- 
lenge to Minnesota’s current bans on mar- 
riage for gay and lesbian couples. However, 
filing lawsuits in Minnesota is not the best 
approach at this time and in fact poses a sig- 
nificant risk to achieving marriage equality.” 

The groups and the plaintiffs in the case 
share the same aspirations for marriage in 
Minnesota, but the ranks in the battle for 
marriage equality have broken on the meth- 
od, according to Phil Duran, OutFront Min- 
nesota’s legal director. 

“These organizations share the commit- 
ment to marriage equality, but these orga- 
nizations have reached the conclusion that 
this approach is more likely to be harmful 
than helpful,” Duran said. 

Duran said the case could cause unintend- 
ed consequences by setting another harmful 
precedent, like the 1971 Baker v. Nelson case 
that determined only heterosexual couples 
are able to get married in Minnesota, which 
already is a major hurdle for the Marry Me 
Minnesota case to clear. “Here’s the reality: 
change takes a long time,” Duran said. He 
said the cards are stacked against the plain- 
tiffs and an unsuccessful attempt in court 
would mean a push in the wrong direction. 

Duran said that the court, overall, is judi- 
cially conservative, meaning it is unlikely to 
spur a dramatic policy change as a result of 
the case and is more likely to hand it off to 
the legislature. 

“The court may surprise us: the plaintiffs 
could win,” Duran said. “It seems unlikely.” 

The organizations will continue to fight 
the marriage amendment, Duran said, to 
stop discrimination based on sexual orienta- 
tion from being enshrined in the state con- 
stitution. 

“The key effort that needs to be made is de- 
feating the marriage amendment,” Duran said. 


“Tf that gets passed, the outcome of the lawsuit 
doesn’t really matter. From our standpoint, 
that’s where we are focusing our efforts.” 

“Т don’t think the lawsuit is well advised,” 
DFL Sen. Scott Dibble said. “It stands a 
small chance.” 

Dibble said that the case does not have 
the “foundational elements” in the Minne- 
sota Constitution that allowed other similar 
lawsuits, like the California case fighting 
Proposition 8, to succeed. 

‘Tm sorry [the lawsuit] is proceeding,” 
Dibble said. He said if it does not succeed, 
“not only does that establish precedent, it 
diminishes legislative appetite [and] adds 
another indication that perhaps we're not 
ready as a state to do this.” 

Dale Carpenter, a University of Minneso- 
ta professor of civil rights and civil liberties 
law, said the lawsuit actually fueled propo- 
nents of the marriage amendment to put the 
debate in the hands of the electorate. 

“(The lawsuit] was used by opponents of 
gay marriage for a reason to have an amend- 
ment. [In other words], they said if we don't 
decide this by vote of the people then the 
courts are going to force it onto us," Carpen- 
ter said. "They started using it and that was 
a successful argument." 

Carpenter said the Marry Me Minnesota 
case has already done damage. 

"This lawsuit has helped to cause a con- 
siderably amount of damage to the cause 
of gay marriage," Carpenter said. "It was 
unintentional. The couples are doing this 
with the best intentions. It would've been far 
wiser to hold off...it would be beneficial to 
drop the lawsuit." 

Carpenter said he understands why the 
plaintiffs were tired of waiting for change, 
but the lawsuit was not the best strategy 
from a legal standpoint. 

“I really feel for these people," Carpenter 


said. ^I know that they're trying to do good, 
but [the lawsuit] really is harming the cause 
in a lot of ways." 

Doug Benson, a plaintiff in the case, said 
it “feels like betrayal” that the community he 
has been fighting alongside for decades is 
not supporting the lawsuit. 

Benson said he tried the legislative route. 
He helped push a bill into the house with 
Representative Phyllis Kahn, DFL-Minneap- 
olis, as the chief author, which failed, and at 
one point, he said, he went to the capitol to 
protest every day. 

Benson fought in the legislature to no 
avail. Benson said that too much time had 
gone by with no progress made towards 
marriage equality in the state and felt some- 
thing had to be done. 

"Almost a generation has passed and 
there has been absolutely no progress on 
gay rights in the state," Benson said. In fall 
of 2008, Marry Me Minnesota was incorpo- 
rated and the lawsuit was filed May 2010. 

Benson said he would not wait around 
for someone else to step up and the lack of 
support by local non-profit GLBT advocacy 
groups is no deterrent. 

"Our philosophy throughout this is: it 
is the duty of citizens to come forward and 
thats what we are doing," Benson said. 
^Why should we wait for some other group 
of people to do something?" 

He added, "We're not sitting still. The 
real issue that needs to be dealt with is be- 
ing dealt with now. We have just got to keep 
plugging away at it." 

Rep. Phyllis Kahn said she can see both 
sides of the argument and cannot predict the 
outcome of the case. 

"People have been wrong before how 
things will go," Kahn said. She added, “I’m 
neither encouraging them. I understand 
both positions." 0

The MVP brick and veteran cement 
looked at each other and, with no words spo- 
ken, Whalen whipped a perfect one-bounce 
pass to Hornbuckle. Without hitch or hesi- 
tation, Hornbuckle pulled up and drilled 
a three-pointer. Both smiled. Just another 
pass, nothing big...a case of a brick and the 
undecorated cement that bonds it. The brick 
got to add a new pass to her already impres- 
sive arsenal. The cement veteran did what 
she does naturally; supportively challenges, 
adds a little “veteran funk,” then relaxes and 
teaches. But for those ten minutes Horn- 
buckle also hit every shot. 

Both were ready for whatever the night 
would bring. On their way to a championship 
they were teammates, equal, single minded, 
determined! 

As our society clumsily grapples with 
some of the more mundane and almost 
laughable issues, like our military’s “don’t 
ask don’t tell” policy, obvious questions slide 
out and stink up the room like a silent fart. 
One significant question might be: If you had 
the mightiest democratic military in history, 
would it really make a difference if some of 
its members were or were not gay in its func- 
tioning? Or in observing archaic same-sex 
prohibitive marriage laws a similar question 
might be posed: What state can legitimate 
who loves whom? Or, many Church edicts 
on who shall and shall not minister based on 
gender. Once again, let us all ask: Does God 
really care? It should be noted that that reli- 
gion, like the military, is a team very much 
like an athletic team-and that all teams 
needs winners to perpetuate and continually 
grow into a positive supportive system. 

We all want to be part of a winning sys- 
tem or team—whether that be athletic or pa- 
triotic, local or national. We want to be part 
of a "Winner." 

Maybe, as a whole, healthy, high-function- 
ing societal family, we want to view our Min- 
nesota Lynx team as an athletic example of the 
type of societal team we want to be a part of. 

By utilizing our best community asset- 
the Minnesota Lynx-as an example, let us 
review and reclaim those traits and behav- 


iors that can bring out our highest character 
as a community. 

Although the Lynx as a team has a hierar- 
chy, the team members think of themselves 
as just that-a team. Each individual has 
value, mutual respect, a sense of belonging, 
and all are given opportunity to support that 
value by contributing to a larger good, which 
is called a team. 

Some were drafted higher or went to 
bigger schools with larger-budget athletic 
programs, but does it really make a differ- 
ence to a teammate what school you went to? 
Can Whalen not play with Moore because 
U Conn has more gifts than the U of M? It 
sounds silly, but much of our society is frac- 
tionalized by much of the same type of silly 
logic. PEOPLE from divergent points can 
work, build, and play well together-if they 
have the will to do so. 

While each member of the Lynx team 
was mentored and coached under different 
programs by different coaches; can they all 
come together under one common philoso- 
phy and contribute what they have learned 
individually? You bet they can! That is, if 
they have the common will to do so. The 
'Twin Cities are a collage of nationalities and 
regionalities, and that diversity could prove 
to be the best feature of our society. That is 
if we have the common will to employ that 
diversity for the community good. 

The Lynx deliberately went to great ef- 
fort to develop its second team to be as 
strong and capable as its first, or starting 
team. Perhaps we could develop and put ex- 
tra effort in supporting those on our “soci- 
etal" second team. The results may surprise 
us in the short run, and become key players 
down the stretch. A little extra effort and a 
little more playing time works wonders in 
the positive development in the entire team. 

The Minnesota Lynx team did not draft 
players based on skin color. It has not often 
been pointed out that Lyndsey Whalen is 
the only white player on the team-I don't 
think we really noticed. It is a good thing 
that nobody notices, or cares. It is only 
proven that Lyndsey is a bad sista' on what- 


ever team she plays-regardless of the pre- 
dominant pigmentation. The example there 
and that we should be teaching our children 
is: Learn to be patient and don't broadcast 
how great you are-track with the system, 
not above it. If you're good you can play 
anyplace with anyone or on any team con- 
fidently, enthusiastically, not with in-your- 
face false bravado that often accompanies 
super athletes. The Lynx built a sanctuary- 
fortress that home support provides. 

If you had a great team, or a great sys- 
tem in the making or currently existent, 
would you require the members of the team 
to inform you and the rest of the world who 
was gay? First of all, it’s none of your damn 
business, secondly, but more importantly, 
it doesn't make any difference. АП parties 
who have displayed their competence and 
willingness to be part of that system based 
on hard work, personal effort, and loyalty 
(to that system or team) makes themselves 
unrestricted teammates. Period! 

Can you look at the Lynx roster and 
say with total certainty who is gay? No you 
cannot. And, in the context that makes the 
only difference00-regarding them as team- 
mates-it makes no difference at all. They are 
the WORLD CHAMPIONS. 

Let us develop a society full of Champions 
by allowing the things that make no differ- 
ence to fall by the wayside and re-examining 
the good things within our reach to serve as 
examples of what we can be while there is 
still time for us to ^win the big one." 

The Lynx are the new face of what 
was. Minneapolis and St.Paul, as well as 
the state of Minnesota, have changed in 
both demographics, color, sensitivity, and 
realities. Some changes have been for the 
better, some changes have and are simply 
CHANGE. In the currency of “now” the only 
thing that matters is our ability, our commit- 
ment to a grand dream, a well thought-out 
plan to get us there, and the common belief 
that “together” we can conquer obstacles to 
share fruits of our labor and, indeed, WIN 
ТНЕ BIG ONE. Our society just needed the 
Minnesota Lynx to show us how! O
